ing the report of the committee on 
jurisprudence law reform and proce- 


dure. 

With one or two minor exceptions the 

this committee received the 
of the association, and a com- 

legislation was at once ap- 
pointed and charged with. the duty of 
presenting the proposed bills ta the 
legislature now in session. This com- 
mittee consisted of Alex W. Smith as 
ehairman, who was also chairman of 
the committee making the report; ‘Sam 
H. Sibdtey, of Union Point, Ga 
Hon. D. C Barrow, a member of the 
house from Chatham. 

Mr. Barrow, on behalf of this com- 
mittee, introduced Monday nine of the 
bills approved by the Bar Association. 
By one of these billg the general law 
of the state relative to the probation of 
foreign ‘wills and the qualification of 
executors and administrators there- 
under is so modified as to permit the 
executor named in any foreign will to 
qualify in this state upon the probate 
of his will therein, provided he is a cit- 
izen of the United States. ._Being a non- 
resident of this state, however, he is 
required to designate a local attorney 
upon whom service can be perfected rel- 
ative to any matter affecting. the ad- 
ministration of his estate. The general 
purpose accomplished by thie bill is to 
remove all doubt as to title to property, 
transferred by this means and to facili- 
tate its sale and disposition. 

Amending Garnishment Laws. 


Several of these acts deal with the 
subject of attachment and garnishment, 
about which a considerable amount ol 
agitation has been abroad in the étate 
recenfly. The first of* these acts to 
which attention is directed is intended 
to require greater care in procuring ade- 
quate bond from the plaintiff who seeks 
the harsh remedy of attachment. The 
Suggestion is, that unless a regular

licensed surety company is tendered as 
security the persons so tendered are re- 
guired to take oath that they are worth 
the amount of the bond over and above 
all incumbrances and .exemptions; and 
the judge or magistrate who issues an 
attachment without cOmpliance with its 
requirement is subject to impeach- 
ment, and any surety making a false 
affidavit as to his worth is made guilty 
of perjury. 

“Another one of these acts requires that 
all attachments shall be returned to the 
court of the county. in which at least 
one levy is made or the garnishee re- 
sides. Under the existing law, an at- 
tachment may be levied in Dade county 
and returned to Chatham county. or 
any other county in the state. This 
geems to be an evil which ought to be 
remedied. 

Another one of these acts requires that 
all attachments shall be returned to the 
court of the county iin which at least 
one levy is made or one garnishee re- 
sides. Under the existing law an at- 
tachment may be levied in Dade county 
and retuurned to Chatham county, or 
any otner county in the state. This 
seems to be an evil which ought to be 
remedied. 

Another one of these bills requires 
the clerks of the courts in which gar- 
nishments are issued. in counties other 
than that where the main case is pend- 
ing, to furnish to the court copies or 
abstracts of the proceedings on such 
garnishments. This law is intended to 
remedy the existing defect of the ab- 
sencé of any legal machinery between 
two courte, in one of which the main 
case is pending and the other where 
the garnishment is issued. 


Must Giwe Detaflis of Case. 


The next one of these bills requires 

the plaintiff in attachment to file a 
statement of the details of hig case 
within twenty days of the date oaf 
issue of hie attachment. In order to 
obtain an attachment under the present 
law, the plaintiff is required only to 
make affidavit of the amount of the 
claim against the defendant, and he 
need not state the basis of the claim nor 
the facts upon which he expects to re- 
cover until he files what 4s called a 
declaration in attachment. He has ‘the 
whole of the first term of court to 
which ht attachment is returned in 
which to file thie 4eclaration. Under 
the present law, therefore, it may hap- 
pen that an attachment will be issued, 
levied and remain pending for as miuch 
as six months before the plaint tn is 
required to set up in detail the facts 
upon which his claim is based. This 
is an evil which the proposed law wou 
remedy, by requiring a statement of 
his case to be made within twenty days 
after he issued his attachment. 

The next. ene of these bills requires 
the plaintiff in attachment to imme- 
diately docket hig case in the court 
authorizing the issue of the attach- 
ment. The purpose of this law is to 
enable the defendant to ascertain who 
is suing him and the amount of his 
claim and the court to which it is re- 
turned, and generally to inform himself 
sufficiently to enable him if he desires 
to do so, to dissowe the attachment 
and release his property. It has been 
known to (‘happen under the present 
law, that important entegprises have 
been shut down by alevy of a garnish- 
ment under an attachment issued in a 
justice court, with" all the papers in 
the pocket of some constable, and no 
entry on the doing of any court, s0

that the defendant was unable to re- 
lieve the deadlock by giving bond, be- 
cause he could not ascertain who was 
suing him, or where he was sued. or 
for what amount. In one instance this 
complication resulted in the loss to the 
defendant of some $2,500 in time, of 
a jarge force of hands in a case which 
was afterwards voluntarily settied for 
$25. The proposed bill would correct 
this evil. 
To Limit Amount Held Up. 


An entirely new act on the subject of 
Sarnishment is the last of these bilis 
acted upon by the association. It pro- 
vides that all summons of garnishmen: 
issued out of any court in the state 
shall show on their face the amount 
sought to be recovered by the plaintiff 
therein, and the garnishee is not re- 
quired to hold up any sum in excess of 
the amount thus officially stated in 
the sutrmmons of garnishment = served 
upon him. Under the present law, a 
petty claim in a justice court forms 
the pasisa of a garnishment which may) 
be served upon a bank and stop the 
payment of checks on an account ag- 
gregating any amount, say 650,000 or 
$100,000. and whereas, the amount 
claimed in the suit may be any amoupb' 
from $i to $100. This is a glaring in- 
justice on the defendant, and the pro- 
posed bill will remedy the evil. 

Another bill proposes to change the 
practice in courts of ordinary. so as 
to relieve the necessity of sending up 
on appeal the original papers in said 
court Under the present law, as con- 
strued by the supreme court, an n_appeal 
from the court of ord@mary. on an im- 
portant will case, for instance, wouid 
require the transmission of all the 
original papers in the case to the higi- 
er court. Under this practice, impor- 
tant and valuable papers are liable to 
be lost, and the new law proposes tu 
correct the evil by authorizing ‘appeals 
from this court on transcript of the 
record, imstead of the original  doc- 
uments. 

The last one of these bilis proposes 
to amend the constitution, so as to en- 
able judges of the superior court to 
grant charters without the necessity 
of convening a term of the. court to 
which the application is made. Under 
the existing law, the judges of the rural! 
circuits sometimes have to travel quite 
a distance in ordef to open a specia! 
term of court in erder to grant a sin- 
gle.charter, notwithstanding the act of 
the court is legislative, and no one 
could be heard to object to it. Such a 
practice works a hardship on the judges 
who are required to pay their own ex- 
penses for such journeys. The interest 
of the public requires that .charters 
should be granted promptly, and the 
law provides for no-objection to their 
grant, and therefore it would be as 
safe to allow their grant by the judges 
in vacation and at chambers as in 
epen court. 

The careful and painstaking consid- 
eration of these measures by the State 
Bar Association ought to commend 
them favorably to the legislature.

Barrels of garbage accumulate from day to day in the yards, even of 
small families, and remain there to decompose under the summer ‘sun. 

Streets go uncleaned, passageways are filled with trash and mud, stables 
and outhouses are left in condition to breed disease germs to be purveyed 
by untold millions of flies and insects, and backyards in many sectians ap- 
proach or reach the point of filth. 

The new street flusher is an excellent machine, but single-handed it can 
do little towards keeping sanitary Atlanta’s miles of streets. 

Conditions are lamentable, discouraging and dangerous, as the city’s 
health records unquestionably show. ) 

There is no getting around it, Atlanta is a DIRTY city. 
Here is one qualification at least in respect of which it may be put up 
against any city of its size in the country and easily carry off the palm. 

The fault is-not to be found with the sanitary department; with its lim- 
ired appropriation, and consequently inadequate force, we believe it is doing 
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its utmost to remedy these unfortunate conditions. 

The question is, What has council done about the matter? 

What is it going to do? 

So far as results show it has done nothing! 

So far as report goes it is doing nothing! 

It seems to be quiescently permitting Atlanta’s shame, and its. death 
rate, to swell and grow and spread abroad. | 

Adequate sanitation is a city government's first and foremost duty to its

With- admirable determination that. should commend the hearty and 
cordial approval and cooperation of Georgians everywhere, the Georgia 
800-08 Club has set out to bring 800 students to the University at Athens 
with the opening of the fall term in September. 

President Hugh S. Wallace, whose statement of the club’s plans and pu» 


fposes is presented elsewhere, has mapped out a systematic campaign which, 


vigorously fought out, is bound to bring results, 

Every one of the 6500 students who attended the last session is an ener- 
getic and enthusiastic member of the 800-08 Club with an assignment to work 
thoroughly his own particular district or locality. 

In addition to this splendid working force it is the purpose of President 
Wallace to visit every county possible and hold educational rallies with the 
object of presenting the advantages which the university offers and urging 
that young Georgians seeking a collegiate education shal] attend their home 
institution. 

Preparatory and high schools in all parts of the state have already been 
visited and a vigorous mail campaign has been instituted. 

Such efforts as this cannot fail of the desired result. 

With this promised increase in the student body the club naturally has 
fore most in mind the necessary preparations for housing and otherwise caring 
for the additional membership. 

The legislature is asked for a comparatively small appropriation of $30,000 
for the purpose of renovating and equipping dormitories, cottages and dining 
halis, and with this sum it is stated ample provision can be made for 250 
to 300 new students.

There is unanimity ef opinion in both houses of the legislature on one 
subject; namely,-that the agricultural schools of the state must keep open 
and fulfill their mighty mission. 


money to keep them open, there is no diversity on the main point. 

Georgia must not for a moment be put in the position of contemplating 
a backward step in this matter. , 

The friends of’ the Martin fertiliger tax bill are convinced, beyond any 
possibility of change, that this bill offers the real solution. They look upon 
an increase in the state tax rate, requiring a constitutional amendment, as 
unfeasible and impractical. They point to the free, easy and open road to 
secure the money. 

In an interview appearing elsewhere today in The Constitution, Senator 
Henderson, of the fifteenth, chairman of the agricultural committee of the 
senate, declares a tax upon fertilizers is class legislation, which he opposes 
He does not wish to see the increased tax levied, but if no better scheme is 
devised, he will consent to the increase for one year. 

The Constitution gladly joins hand with Senator Henderson in his en- 
thusiastic desire to see the agricultural schools prosper. Further, every one 
must agree that in encouraging agriculture the state is contributing to the 
welfare and prosperity of all the people. The farmer boy and the boy who 
wants to be a farmer will be the immediate beneficiaries of the schculs; but 
all the people of the state will indirectly benefit by the stimulus given to 
agriculture. 

The framer of the Martin bill declares that the tax it proposes to assess 
on the fertilizer companies will be paid by them and. not by the farmers. 
The cost of fertilizers in Georgia to the farmers will continue at the same 
uniform figure now charged.in this state and in other neighboring states 
whete the tax charged is higher. 

If Georgia receives no’ benefit from charging a less tax than other states, 
it is reasonable to suppose that she will experience no loss from charging an 
amount equal to that in other states. 

It is to be hoped the committee on agriculture will report the bill and 
give an opportunity for full, frank and free discussion on the floor. 

If the bill is passed it will be approved by the governor, for he has de- 
clared with emphasis that it is the only method he can conecive that will settle 
the problem connected with the support of the schools.

+ Sentiment in favér of anhexation in Edgewood recorded its remarkable 
reversal at a mass meeting of the citizens of that town Monday evening, and 
may be said to have been crystallized in decisive measure by the temperate 
and well-reasoned courge of the Hon. C. W. Smith, one of the most prominent 
citizens of the. DeKalb suburb. 

The original annexation scheme of Atlanta’s city council was a blanket 
provision, arranging for the absorption of the new territory on January 10, 
1910, | | 

The people of Edgewood balked at the proposition, and a series of mis- 
understandings ensued, giving rise to the belief in some quarters that Edge- 
wood sought unfair concessions from Atlanta and should be allowed to go its 
own way without further effort at untangling the situation. The. inhabitants 
of Edgewood naturally resented the implication and negotiations seemed to 
have reached 4 termination. | 

It was then that Colonel Smith wrote a strong, logical and even-tempered 
card to The Constitution, in which he showed that through an arrangement 
with the county 3uthorities, Edgewood was spending annually several thou- 
sand dollars on public improvements. 

For the town to relinquish its charter in accordance with the blanket 
provision of Atlanta’s council, and to mark time in its mugicipal program 
until actual annexation in 1910, would mean the sacrifice of all improvements 
in the intervening period, a process of loss and stagnation which the people 
of Edgewood were a unit in opposing. 

In discussing Colonel Smith’s communication, The Constitution pointed 
out that while the objection raised by Edgewood was perfectly logical it 
could easily be adjusted by an agreement which provided for Edgewood’s an- 
nexation in 1909 instead of 1910, thus insuring the uninterrupted progress 
of improvements, but with Edgewood as a part of Atlanta. 

The suggestion brought instantaneous response from the people of 
Edgewood. At their mass meeting Monday evening, they unanimously 
adopted The Constitution's proposal as the proper solution to the problem, 
and authorized a committee to reopen negotiations with Atlanta, using the 
substance of The Constitution's suggestion as a basis. 

The incident is significant as indicating the efficacy of tolerance, delib- 
eration and understanding in the solution of important public problems. Its 
mora]l—that obstacles vanish as we comprehend motives mutually actuating 
each other—may well be borne in mind as the guiding genius of Greater

Editor Constitution: I’ have read your 
editorial and the various’ communica- 
tions. on.our agricultural schools and 
their future support with great interest.

SMITH SAYS HE IS OPPOSED 
TO THE INCREASED TAX 


Hon. James M. Smith, of Smithonia, a 
large farmer and also largely interested 
in the manufacture of fertilizers, has 
written a letter to Senator P. M. Hawes, 
of the thirtieth, in which he takes a 
Stand &@gainst the proposed increase in 
the cost of fertilizer inspection. Among 


other things, Mr. Smith says: 

i hope the senate will not pass the bill 
increasing the fertilizer tax from 10 cents to 
85 cents per’ ton. I am sure the farmers in 
your senatorial district are almost unanimous 
@gainst the passage of this bill. In fact, 
the real farmers all over Georgia are very 
much opposed to the increase of the tax on 
fertilizers from 10 cents to 25° cents per ton. 

I hold that the tax off fertilizers is a special 
tax; that the farmers pay taxes on their 
land and personal property and, therefore, 
have a right to use fertilizers for the pur- 
pose of increasing the yield of their crops 
and improving their land, tf they see proper 
to do so, without being subject to a special 
tax. The principle ig wrong. This bill dis- 
criminates against the farmer. 

The argument that a fertilizer will cost 
the farmer no more where a tax of 25 cents 
per ton is paid than ff there were no tax at 
all fs all nonsense. I am sure the man who 
uses this argument has never stopped to 
think for a moment aboht the matter. To 
say that it does not increase the cost of the 
fertilizer to.the consumer is just as absurd as 
to say that two and two do not make four. 
All dealers in fertilizers charge every item 
of cost, even down to the twine with which 
the sack is sewed. If a dealer does not ob- 
serve this rule, he will not be a dealer long. 
It is a fundamental principle in business. * * *

White contends that he is innocent 
of the crime and that the real mur- 
derer is at large. He admits that he 
was with Quin on the night of the 
murdér, but states that they separated 
early and that he knew nothing of the 
murder until he was charged with it 


at the police station the next morn- 
ing. 
Mr. ‘Boyd states that ten of the twelve 


jurors who voted to convict White 
have stated that with. the. evidence 
now before them that they would vote 
to acquit him. (Mr. Boyd, who is deep- 
ty interested in justice being done, 
contends that White is being punished 
unjustly and that his wife, children 
and other relatives are bearing a 
héavy burden, while the real murderer. 
according to the argument of Mr. Boyd, 
is at large and is likely to commit ad- 
ditional erlmes, and that so long as 
White is serving a sentence for this 
crime that the real murderer cannot 
be captured. 

The statement of Mr. Boyd is = an 
earnest plea in behalf of White and a 
request for the assistance of public 
sentiment in helping him to see that 
fair play is given to the man behind the 
bars.

“INVENTED PEACH MACHINE. 


Will Manufacture Peach Cider, Vin- 
egar and Other Beverages. 


Rome, Ga. June 29.—(Special.j—A 
Rome man has invented a machine that 
may be the solution of the peach situ- 
ation. The inventor is I. H. Boyer, 
who is associated, with the Rome ice 
Company. Mr. Boyer is an in Inqdjanap- 
olis man who came to this city some 
three months ago and expects to remain 
here. The scheme devised by this man 
is to press the juice out of the peaches 
and make it into cider and vinegar and 
nonalcoholic beverages. 

As soon as he came to Gedrgia Mr. 
Boyer was put to working on the peach 
problem. He at once recognized the 
trouble in the situation and began 
tifinking. The difficulty in the past 
with making peach cider seems to have 
been that the seeds stood in the way. 
The machine “Mnvented by Mr. Boyer 
takes the seeds out of the peach and 
then mashes them up. It has a capacity 
of 1,500 bushele per day and this quan- 
tity of peaches will make 4,500 galions 
of cider. He has put his scheme before 
the Merchants and Mangfacturer@ As- 
sociation, and if the scheme proves prac- 
ticable a company will be formed to 
handle the invention. The first machine 
under Mr. Boyer’s patent is now being 
manufactured and will be in operation 
within two weeks.
